WARRENSBURG, Mo. (AP) — A spokesman for 
the Republican State Committee, said Saturday Sen. 
Stuart Symington’s ideas have been out of date since 
the intercontinental ballistic missile replaced the B52 
airplane. 
“He is a man of diminishing influence even among 
his own party,” said Tom Reed, assistant to the state 
chairman, in a speech prepared for a Johnson County 
Republican picnic. 
“With 18 years seniority in the U.S. Senate, he is 
not the chairman of any standing committee, neither 
has he served as an officer of the Senate or of his own 
party’s caucus.” 
Reed said Symington should be replaced by the 
Republican attorney general of Missouri, John C.

“We will replace tired, drab, old m en w ith bright, 


aggressive young men of proven ability,” Reed said. 
He was Young Republican president here in 1965-66 
when he was a student at Central Missouri State 
College. 
He also called for election in November of 
Christopher (Kit) Bond, the GOP nominee for state 
auditor. 
Reed said Democratic Gov. Warren E. Heames is 
working hard to defeat Bond because he “realizes 
that if the voters were given a chance to take a look 
at the state’s books, there would be no chance of 
electing a Democrat governor in 1972.”

MHC Sues for Road Funds 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) - The Missouri Highway 
Commission filed suit in federal district court here 
Friday in an effort to force the federal government to 
release all the federal highway money Missouri 
believes it is entitled to. 
Transportation Secretary John Volpe has withheld 
$26.2 million in Missouri funds, the suit chtrges, on 
an 
announced 
Nixon 
administration 
policy 
of 
coooling inflation. It amounts to $300 million 
throughout the nation but some states, such as 
Massachusetts, are reported to be listed for an 
increase in this fiscal year. 
For Missouri the cutback meant a reduction from 
the authorized $112 million to $86 million. 
Robert L. Hyder, commission attorney, said he 
had been working on the suit for about three weeks. 
The go-ahead came from the commission Friday after 
a three-man subcommittee of the National Governor’s 
Conference was established earlier this week to 
consider such a move. 
Action by other states may also be taken, Hyder 
said. 
The Missouri suit asks that Volpe’s reduction 
order be set aside as illegal. It called his action 
“wholly without authority and law (and) is arbitrary, 
capricious and willful abuse of his authority.” 
It said Volpe acted in a discriminatory way 
because his order gives some states increased funds 
while cutting back others.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — For awhile it appeared that 
World War III would erupt, not in the Mideast, but in one 
of America’s ball parks. 
With the traditional opening of the baseball season, which 
heralds the coming out of the butterfly and the first ball, 
there was something added: mayhem. 
Fans stormed the field in Pittsburgh; there were beat­ 
ings and robberies in the stands in Cleveland; hordes 
roamed Yankee Stadium during games and wouldn’t leave. 
It even happened in Chicago, a town where baseball had 
been serene both in the stands and in the standings. Chi­ 
cago is the place where, if you wanted action, you 
stood on a street corner and soon a big black sedan would 
careen around a corner and a man on the running board 
air-conditioned you with his tommy gun. 
Now, the local booboisie was in Wrigley Field and attack­ 
ing ushers and opposing players. 
This took the Wrigley Field officials by surprise, since 
their ball park had been used mainly for medicinal pur­ 
poses: It was the town’s outdoor tranquilizer. For over 20 
straight seasons, the Cubs wallowed in the second division. 
Since they’ve been winning the last few years, townsfolk 
have been roused from their stupor. 
Counteraction had to be taken, however, to quell their 
uncontrollable glee, especially when a lady was tossed out 
of the bleachers and suffered broken bones. 
The bleachers became the first project for urban re­ 
newal. Limits were put on ticket sales. The Wrigley Field 
bleachers seat 3,250. On a hot day, 4,000 tickets would be 
sold. Now, never more than 3,200 customers are allowed in 
the stands. 
If the Bleacherites were out in number, they were al­ 
lowed to remain half as naked as jay birds. Bleacher fans 
may still remove their shirts, while box seat and grand­ 
stand watchers have to contend with sweat patches on 
their blouses. 
Also, led by the Left-field Bleacher Bums—a group of 
hardy beer-drinkers who have incorporated—choirs have 
been encouraged by the management. Songs such as “Gim­ 
me That Old-Time Duroeher” have drawn applause from 
the front office—if not from other neighbors. The front 
office knows that music soothes the savage beast. 
The Cubs also installed a video scan system to keep an 
eye on the crowd. They added some 50 Burns Detective 
Agency men, all armed with walkie-talkies. A wire screen 
was set up on the outfield wall and sticks out at an angle, 
to discourage people from leaping with or without ioy onto 
the field. 
With all this, there have been no incidents at Wrigley 
Field since early in the season. But Cub outfielders are 
still wary You see, when a rival hits a home run, the 
Bleacher Bums buy the ball (standard fee is $5, and then 
the Bum who paid passes his hat around to recoup). And

The New Econom ics. Fact 
num ber tw o is acceptance o f the 
“ New 
Econom ics’* 
as 
policy 
guideline. This is the doctrine 
associated w ith the late Lord 
Keynes- that the econom y will 
keep going at full speed only if 
there is no dim inution in total 
spending; and that governm ent 
m ust be charged with ensuring 
that 
the 
spending 
be 
kept 
undim inished. If other spenders-- 
consum ers and investors - spend 
too 
little, 
governm ent 
must 
spend more. On the other hand, 
if those groups w ant to pend too 
m uch, 
threatening 
inflation, 
government should cut back on 
its ow n outgo. 
Two kinds of polilicies carry 
this out. One is m onetary and 
fiscal policy. In line with the 
basic 
doctrine 
it 
calls 
on 
governm ent 
to 
use m onetary 
controls (interest and discount 
rates and such) to speed or slow 
private spending; and to adjust 
it* ow n spending in a sort of 
make- w e ig h t m otion. When th e 
private sector tightens its purse

DEAR POLLY—L. K. m ay prevent her 100 per cent wool 
sw eater from scratching if she adds two tablespoons of 
glycerin to the wash w ater. Many years ago 1 passed this 
tip on to a com m ercial cleaner who has been using it ever 
since.-M A R Y II. 


DEAR POLLY—My skin is supersensitive to m any 
fabrics but I have found a method which works for me. 1 
spray the garm ent, inside and out, with plastic spray 
starch. I m ake several applications and dry after each. 
This has to be renewed after each cleaning or washing. 
W ashable garm ents should also be rinsed in a fabric soft 
ener before treating with the starch. I have used this on 
woolens, including sw eaters, and synthetics and it has 
never altered a garm ent or m ade it stiff. (Polly s Note— 
Try a sm all place on yours first.) The starch apparently 
coats and smooths w hatever it is that irritates the skin. I 
hope this will help someone else as much as it has helped 
m e.—M. G.

W A SH IN G T O N (N E A ) 
There is much talk these days about reorganization in 
the Pentagon 
A blue-ribbon group has issued a report 
suggesting radical changes. Defense Secretary Melvin 
Laird is known to favor a major overhaul 
The reforms, it’s promised, would reduce costs, improve 
management and insure a more effective defense. 
Anyone who has ever watched the Pentagon from within 
or without knows there is something wrong with the way 
it operates. 
But this reporter has lived through a series of major 
reorganizations, all of which promised efficiency, savings, 
belter management 
The situation is like that in some conglomerates which 
have flourished during the past decade, only to fumble in 
the last year or two. The conglomerate would find a 
smaller company that looked promising, but 
perhaps 
needed more cash or other assets 
The sm aller company 
would be bought with stock. Then the conglomerate's m an­ 
agement would move in and ease out the little firm’s men, 
replace them with specialists under the close direction of 
the big com pany’s officers. Soon the conglomerate found 
itself managing so many smaller companies that, like the 
Pentagon, it became bogged down in committees and meet­ 
ings and faced with a host of major decisions on matters 
with which the top men w eren’t in day-to-day contact. 
The Pentagon, of course, is a conglomerate. Like the 
unhappy enterprises mentioned above, over the years its 
top men have believed that things would work right if 
only they could centralize decisions, prevent competition 
i interservice rivalry), root out overlap and gain uni­ 
formity. On paper, this saves money. But, as the con­ 
glomerates have found, this centralized decision making, 
and the resultant discouragement of independent creative 
action by subordinates, drives out able managers. 
Today, the Pentagon is having greater and greater dif­ 
ficulty attracting first-rank men to serve as secretary of 
the Army, Navy or Air Force. At one time these men 
were full cabinet officers: they had a wide range of deci­ 
sion authority. Yet so far have they fallen in recent years 
that McNamara bypassed them when he chose on matters 
for which they were responsible. Under the new reorgan­ 
ization plan, these posts would sink even lower in prestige 
and authority. 
The best run and most successful of the major American 
companies have learned that first-rate men m u s t be 
picked for running their subordinate firms, then given their 
own reins within top m anagem ent’s guidelines The com­ 
panies that have done this are those which have done well 
in adversity. 
The problem the Pentagon faces is finding the best men 
to take the top jobs and then convincing the Defense secre­ 
tary to give them as free a hand as national security and 
the budget allow. This is the only reform that will cut 
costs and produce better strategy 'an d weapons.
